THE OPERA 

"The Pirates of Tenzctnce” 

Synopsis 

ACT I.—Pirates on the rocky coast of Cornwall are celebrating the coming 
of age of an apprentice, Frederic, assuming that from now on, he will make an 
ardent pirate. They are surprised when he tells them he joined their band as 
a little boy through an error of his nurse, Ruth, and are shocked to learn that 
now he feels it his duty to work for their extermination. Ruth, who is 47 
years of age, and devoted to Frederic, begs to be taken with him. Never 
having seen other women, and believing her beautiful, he agrees. 

The seacoast is suddenly invaded by a bevy of lovely maidens, and 
Frederic realizes Ruth’s falsehood. He falls in love with Mabel, a daughter 
of Major-General Stanley, and in his ardor, fails to warn the ladies of their 
danger. Suddenly, the pirates sweep down upon them, holding them prison¬ 
ers. Major-General Stanley secures their release only after falsely declaring 
himself an orphan. Pirates never molest an orphan. 


ACT II.—Major-General Stanley, in an old ruined chapel, bemoans his 
falsehood. His daughters and Frederic try to cheer him. Frederic calls in 
the police, his followers, with their Sergeant, and sends them off to the task 
of overpowering the pirates. They leave reluctantly. Before Frederic has 
an opportunity of following, he is captured by the Pirate King and Ruth, who 
enjoy explaining a paradox to him. His birthday is on the 29th of February. 
Instead of being 21, he is only 5 1/4, according to birthdays. His agreement 
with the pirates read 21 birthdays—not years. Ruth and the King cleverly 
“insist on nothing,” but leave it to Frederic’s sense of duty, which is over¬ 
developed. Frederic sees his duty, tells them of the Major-General’s story 
and the arrival of the band of police. The King plans swift revenge. 

Frederic leaves Mabel heartbroken but very proud of him. She then 
sends the police on to battle, without their leader. 

In the dead of night, the pirates attack the chapel of the Major-General 
and girls. At the height of their despair, the police attack. In the struggle 
which follows, however, the police are overpowered. They demand surrender 
in the name of Queen Victoria. At the magic of her name, the pirates yield. 
Ruth reveals the fact that the pirates are noblemen, who have gone wrong. 
With joy and gaiety the girls are given to the gentlemen by the Major- 
General and the curtain falls on the happy union.
